Fund Purposes 

The main purposes of the fund are: 

To enable McGill to rely on a steady 
income upon which she can plan Im- 
provements. 

To enilet' and retain lh° interest of 
the gradutes in the needs and manage, 
ment of the University. 

To establish a fund to be managed 
and controlled by the graduates for 
the good nf the University and to which 
any subscription large or small, will be 
welcomed. 

The subscriptions will he invested 
and the net income alone distributed 
for general purposes. 

Sir Arthur Currie addressing the sec- 
retaries, drew attention to the fact 
that only .10 per cent of the expenses 
of Ihe University were secured from 
the fees of the undergraduates. These 
fees, supplemented by Interest from 
Investments did not meet current ex- 
penditure. ThJs meant that It would 
be difficult to take care of present ne- 
cessities satisfactorily, future growth 
and expanson would be seriously han- 
dicapped. 

The undergrnduates' fee could not. 
ho said, he Increased at the present 
time, since they wero already higher 
than tboiie called for by other univer- 
sities. He felt that tho present time 
was Inopportune for launching a large 
uiul comprehensive campaign, us tho

Throughout Ihe debate, the 
Harvard supported ' I ho proposition, 
"Germany ought to pay," while tho 
Oxford debaters maintained that, 
"Germany cannot ptfy". Anil although 
each team may he considered to have 
proved its contention, the iiiidicnce 
showvd, by its ovorwhehning vote, thai 
it was more convinced by the facts of 
the Englishmen than by the sentiments 
of the American?. 

In his initial sentence:* .1. 1). Wood- 
ruff the first speaker for Oxford, 
presented this conflict of contentions. 

"Nearly all of this audience, I ven- 
ture to say," he began, 'are Influenced 
In this question "of the lttihr invasion 
by their pity for France and their In- 
dignation against Germany. Hut they 
are both emotions, and xve must solve 
this Ruhr pobicra, net by emotion but 
) by reason. 

"The man who disturbs with cold 
facts the decided slumber of fixed op- 
inions is not a welcome Interrupter. 

Yet it is upon these cold facts that wo 
of the affirmative must base our argu- 
ments this evening." 

Then with a startling array of figures 
he declared that Trance is far less 
seriously devasted than Is probably 
Imagined, and that Germany has paid 
far more reparations than has been 
generally conceded. France's devastated 
areas, -which, he declared, amounted to 
about throe per cent oî her total, area 
been more than atoned for by her ac- 
quisitions of colonial possessions of 
the provinces of Alsace and Lorraine, 
and of the Sâar valley. 

Continuing his "cold facts and econ- 
omic reasoning." Scalffe declared that 
Germany could not further reduce her 
debt to France -without a favorable 
balance of exports over Imports, and 
that by seizing the German coal fields 
In the Ruhr valley, Franco was depriv- 
ing Germany of her last opportunity lo 
maintain such a balance. 

"When a man has become bankrupt," 
he concluded, "you can sell his gener- 
al property if you like, but you can- 
not In justice take away his instru- 
ments of livelihood." 

Chariton MacVeagh 'I'll, the first 
speaker for the Harvard team, oùilin- 
ed the arguments of ihe negative -uldo 
by declaring that Germany had failed 
to pay because of Insincerity rather 
than inability. He traced tho long series 
n': evasions and quislings by which 
Germany had sought to procinsllnute 
and rec'.uce her payments and showed 
not stimulated Germany Into a desire 
ior speedy payment.

Proposed to Hold Big Smoker 
Very Shortly. 

Kvcitemer.t reigned supreme nt the 
orderly room of the McGill G.O.T.C. 
yesterday afternoon when the an- 
nouncement was made that the con- 
tingent proposed estnVMishing medi- 
cal., cavalry, artillery and signalling 
corps. It was also stated that a 
series of informal military dances 
would be held during the session, and 
that the official opening function 
of the season would be a smoker to 
be held shortly. A combined officers' 
and N. C. O.'s mess will also be es- 
tablished in the near future. 

The addition of these corps, it is' 
expected will enable the C.Ct.T.C. to 
come up to the full strength of three 
companies. The Medical Corps, which 
will be organized as a section of the 
Canadian Army Medical Gorps will 
form a separate platoon . of . the con- 
tingent under the proposed plans. 
Admission tn this platoon will be re- 
stricted, of course, to men in the medi- 
cal faculty, preference being given to 
men with previous G.O.T.C. experi- 
ence. or who arc in their senior year. 
This detachment will receive special 
training which will qualify the mem- 
bers for certificate "A" in the C'A. 
M.G. 

Men who have- served in the CO. 
T.C. nnd have been declared efficient 
during at least one year, may be at- 
tached to a cavalry troop, organized 
within the C. O. T. C.. provided they 
are willing to supply mounts for 
mounted parades as directed by the 
troop commander. Men joining this 
troop will be able to take -examina- 
tions for certificate "A" in the caval- 
ry- No man will be permitted to join 
this troop withotjt previous efficient 
service in the C.O.T.C.. or unless he 
has had previous experience in either 
a cavalry regiment of the O.M.C.K. 
or B.E.F. 

Courses leading to certificate "A" in 
the Artillery and Engineers will be in- 
stituted in the years HH and 19:5. 
Men wishing to enter for cither of 
these courses must have put in one 
year's efficient service in the Infant- 
ry (C.O.T.C.) or must have had other 
military experience approved by the 
officer commanding. Students in 
Electrical Engineering who take cer- 
tificate "A" in the C.O.T.C. may take 
a special course leading to certificate 
"A" in the Canadian Corps of Signals. 

Interviewed last night by the "Daily" 
Major W. V. Howard., Acting second- 
in-command of the McGill C.O.T.C. 
stated that this year the training 
corps, in addition to giving its mcra 
bers military training would seek to 
provide the men with recreation and 
enjoyment by a series of informal 
military dances, the first of which, 
it is hoped, will be held in the near 
future. These dances, it is under- 
stood, are inaddition tu the smokers 
usually held during the year. / 

Lieut. -Col. P.. P.. Thompson, M.C.i 
officer commanding the corps stress- 
ed the fact that recruits this year 
would have lo pass two tests before 
being admitted to I; in company, By 
these tests the Colonel hopes to raise 
the recruits' standard considerably.

Students' Council of McGill University. 

Dear Sirs: — 

Wc beg to report that we. have completed an audit of your 
Books and Accounts for the year ended 50th June 1923, and en- 
close Financial Statements as shown by the index appended hereto. 

The net result for the year is an Excess Revenu of $4, \ }!.',(). 
Last year there was an excess expenditure of $766. 1 8 so that the 
improvement over the previous year is $4,899.04. 

This is due principally to an increase in the. excess revenue from 
Athletics of approximately $3000.00 largely accounted for by the 
Rugby Fooball Club, and a decrease in the excess expenditure on 
other activities of approximately $1,000.00. The latter is accounted 
for by the improvement in the Union of about $3200.00 and the 
Profit on Theatre Night of about $300.00 more than offsetting the 
less favourable showing of the "Daily" of about $2700.00, 

On 1st May last the Athletic Finances were taken over by the 
new Athletic Board of Control. The only reflection of this is shown 
by the Tennis Club which has had to stand Loss of the Book 
Value of the Club house and Courts written off, and at the same 
time has lost the Revenue since the 1 st May. 

The improvement in the Union, referred to above, is due prin- 
cipally to the increase in Revenue from the Cafeteria, which had a 
larger turnover, and the decrease in Expenditure on Repairs and 
''Billiards. The loss on the "Daily" was due to the decrease in 
Advertising. 

We have seen satisfactory vouchers for the disbursements. We 
verified the Cash on hand and in Banks, and the Invesmcnts. 
1 Wc found the Books and Accounts in good order, and all our 
requirements as Auditors were complied with.
